The squad also had to cut away 
parts of the plane in removing the 
body of Mr. Wilcox who was taken 
to a Fox Lake undertaking esta- 
blishment and later to Chicago -for 
burial* He was piloting the plane 
and was killed instantly. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox were on their 
way to Skylane ranch in a rented 
plane to celebrate their sixth wed- 
ding anniversary. . What caused the 
plane to crash is not known. 

The children, both boys, were 
left with relatives.

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Oil Has A Birthday 

On August 27, the American oil industry will 
be 90 years old. On that historic date in 1859 Colonel 
Edwin L. Drake brought in the nation's first com- 
mercial oil well at Titusville, Pennsylvania. 

Today oil is one of the basic necessities— practi- 
cally every American uses it in many forms each day 
of his life. But matters were very different then, 
Colonel Drake was ridiculed. He was harrassed by 
creditors. He was forced to contrive his own tools and 
techniques as he went along, on a trial and eror basis. 
But he had a full measure of perseverance and in- 
genuity — traits which still mark the great industry he 
founded. • 

We have demanded oil, for the arts of peace 
and war, in an ever-lncrea3ing flood. We have de-i 
manded more products, and better products. The in- 
dustry has never failed. It has built up our proved re- 
serves to an all-time high, even as consumption was 
outrunning all the forecasts. It has devised conserva- 
tion measures to prevent waste. It has performed 
miracles in its research laboratories. It has reinvest- 
ed a large part of its profits to expand and modernize 
and improve its facilities, so that we can obtain the oil 
products we want at any time. ' 

All of this has happened in less than a century. 
When Colonel Drake sank the first well, a new and 
brilliant chapter in the history of the world was 
started. We ar ca long way from the end of it.

The Truth About Valley Authorities 

Tom Humphrey, of the Portland, Oregon, 
Journal, recently made a trip to the Southeast, and 
wrote a series' of factual articles concerning the vices 
and virtues of TVA as he saw them. His paper sent 
him on the assignment for the reason that a similar 

— 



kind of authority is now being urged for the Pacific 
Northwest. 

In a speech, Mr. Humphrey listed some cogent 
specific objections to the authority form of develop- 
ment.. First of all, he said the Pacific Northwest has 
cheaper power, more extensive rural electrification, 
and a much higher per capita income than the states 
within the TVA orbit. 

Second, he said that the labor employed by TVA 
lives under a virtual dictatorship. The workers are 
told once a year just what the conditions of employ- 
ment will bo, and there is nothing they can do about 
it. 

Finally, he observed that "we in the Pacific 
Northwest have come farther and faster than TVA 
and at two-thirds of the cost." 

; The big point is that there is no magic in any 
of the authority schemes. They simply amount to a 
political approach to problems which should be hand- 
led by the regions themselves, with local capital, local 
initiative, and local control. Worst of all, the authori- 
ties, no matter how benign they may appear at first 
glance, always develop into super-governments, 
against whose decisions .there is no effective right of 
appeal. They inevitably turn into dictatorships. If 
you don't like their policies, all you can do is leave. 

That is true of TVA. It would be true of valley 
authorities and administrations in any other part of 
the nation.

How To Get Help 

When Polio Strikes 

1 At the first sign of illness, call 
your own doctor. If he suspects 
nolio he will report the case to the 
local Health Department and ar- 
range for hospitalization or home 
So as indicated. The National 
Foundation does not .select physi- 
cians or hospitals. This is a family 
matter. If you have no family physi- 
cian, call your City or County Medi- 
cal Society, your Board. of Health 
or the nearest hospital. 

2 If your doctor says it is polio 
and requires hospitalization, the lo- 
cal Chapter of the National Founda- 
tion will help arrange for transpor- 
tation to a treatment center. As 
soon as the patient goes to the hos- 
pital—or if your doctor advises the 
patient can be treated at home— get 
in touch with your Chapter of the 
National Foundation to arrange for 
any needed assistance. 

a. Most Chapters are listed m 
the telephone book under N for Na- 
tional Foundation, I for Infantile 
Paralysis and the letter starting the 
name of the county you live in, i. e., 
Washington' County Chapter of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. If you can't find it, check 
with your doctor, hospital or Health 
Department. 

b. Your Chapter will get in touch 
with you as soon as it learns of 
the case through your physician, the 
hospital or the .Health Department. 
However, late reporting or a heavy 
hospital load may delay this Chap- 
ter contact. If you do not hear 
promptly, telephone or visit your 
Chapter representative. You can 
ease your own worries sooner by 
making the approach yourself. 

3. The Chapter representative will 
notify the hospital that it is ar- 
ranging with you for full or partial 
* payment of expenses for medical 
care. Adults are as eligible for help 
as are children. Discuss with your 
Chapter how much of the full bill 
the Chapter will pay. 

a.) March of Dimes funds are 
used to help the medically indigent 
—but this not the same as "indi- 
gent", it includes families of mo- 
derate income, who cannot^meet the 
high costs of modern care of this 
expensive disease. The help is a gift 
—not a loan. While families that 
can pay are expected to do so, no 
family jsjexpected to impoverish it- 
self to meet medical expenses for 
polio. 

b.) Even if you can assume full 
costs for initial hospitalization, it 
is a good idea to see your Chapter. 
If yours should be a patient who is 
severely affected— and this cannot 
be determined in the first few days 
7~you may need help later on. Bills 
incurred in the > weeks > before your 
Chapter assumes financial respon- 
sibility cannot be paid months after- 
ward, but the Chapter will step in 
pt whatever time you really need 
help. Have a frank, friendly talk 
with your Chapter representative at 
the beginning. 

4. Chapters pay for hospitaliza- 
»on, professional services including 
nursing and physical therapy," trans- 
portation to and from hospitals, 
convalescent centers and clinics, 
treatment after hospitalization and 
appliances such as . wheelchairs, 
waces, etc., as needed. There 'are 
no hard and fast rules. Each case is 
decided upon individual medical 
and financial needs;' Assistance is 
given regardless of age, race, creed 
J* color.

Censorship Rules 
Still Holds News 
From Most of World 

WASHINGTON.-Censored I 

That word still rules the news 
for many sections of the world. 

The degree of restraint varies: 
In some countries— t h e Soviet 
Union is one— the censor sees all 
the news and cuts, out anything he 
considers unfavorable. 

In others, restrictions and pres- 
sures are heavy upon the press 
and upon persons or organizations 
that moke news. That amounts to 
a censorship at the source, to n 
stoppage In the flow of information. 

Considerable restraint nffects the 
news flowing from about a fourth 
of the world's populated area. That 
figuro may seem small, but the 
effects of censorship are so far 
reaching that they have the world 
in doubt and suspicion. 

Correspondents throughout the 
world have completed another pe- 
riodic survey of censorship condi- 
tions. The survey shows no major 
bacriers have come down in the six 
months since the last roundup of 
the situation. In fact, new barriers 
have been erected— for example, in 
China, torn by civil war. 

The main exponent of censorship 
remains, the Soviet Union. Censor- 
ship there is especially important 
because it helps hide from the rest 
of the world the conditions that 
exist in one of the two most power- 
ful countries. 

Thus it is impossible for on 
American reporter in Moscow to 
send what he considers a balanced 
report of economic conditions in 
the Soviet Union. Unless there is 
an official announcement, he can- 
not tell ' you the current ratio of 
wages to the price of food in 
Moscow, , 

The Moscow censor is. likely to 
cut from a correspondent's copy 
any qualifying phrases the writer 
has inserted to balance a news 
story on Russian developments. 

The Russian idea of keeping a 
tight control on the press and radio, 
making it answerable to the gov- 
ernment's orders, has spread to 
other countries within Moscow's 
sphere of Influence. However, Mhose 
countries -exercise less restraint 
upon foreign correspondents.

War on Lake Gnats Will 
Require Vast Poison Use 

CLEAR LAKE, CALIF.— One of 
the biggest doses of poison ever 
mixed— nearly . 200 billion gallons^- 
was to be used here soon in an at- 
tempt to free Cedar Lake, a famous 
vacation spot, of pestilential gnats. 

The whole lake, covering 40,000 
acres, was to be poisoned for gnatsj 
A. fleet of small boats would dump 
many tons of TDE, one of the new 
insecticides, into the lake in a blitz 
operation. 

. Federal and county .insect con- 
trol workers said s it probably would 
be the largest undertaking of its 
kind.' 

A day or two before the maxi- 
mum-hatch of gnats is to appear, 
the boats .would deposit the poison. 
Theoretically it wpuld- prevent the 
birth of billions of ,;gnats arid per- 
haps break their • chain *. of ' repro- 
duction so that they never again 
will appear in such enormous 
numbers as they have in the past. 

On warm evenings In middle and 
late summer the gnats become "so 
thick that automobile ' driving is 
hazardous. Dead gnats pile up in 
drifts along some parts of the lake 
shore. Spiders which use the gnats 
for food become so numerous that 
their, webs form silvery drapes on 
trees, poles and buildings. 

The gnats hatch in the water and 
emerge at the' rate of 3% to 7 bil- 
lion a day. The total hatch one year 
on about two-thirds of the lake was 
counted, at 712 billion, or 358, tons. 
A '-million gnats weigh about one 
pound. 

The evening swarms are pe- 
riods for egg-laylrig;"'The eggs are 
laid on the surface of the water. In 
some places they number 10 million 
to the square foot. 
> -Arthur' W; Liridqulst, V.S. Agri- 
culture I Department entomologist 
who did much of, the research lead- 
ing up to the poisoning project, said 
the concentration of poison would 
not be sufficient to affect the fish in 
the lake, and. would noK interfere 
with activities of vacationists.

ERADICATE RABIES 

Modern vaccination for rabies Is 
05 per cent effective. Federal agen- 
cies and many states have funds and 
authority to fight this treacherous 
disease. And everyone agrees on how 
to control It 

So, there is no excuse for allowing 
the dread virus of rabies to go on 
striking down 8,000 to 10,000 animals 
and persons each year in this coun- 
try. Rabies can be eradicated here— i 
just as it has been In England, Nor- 
way and Sweden. 

People usually think of rabies as 
a "mad dog" disease — especially 
common in stray dogs. But it is 
more than that. Actually, all warm- 
blooded animals . can and do have 
rabies. Nearly 1,000 head of farm 
livestock were among the 9,000 re- 
ported victims In 1947. Most cases 
aro traced to bites from dogs, but 
rabid squirrels, skunks, foxes and 
otircr animals are responsible for 
many outbreaks. 

Rabies Is tricky, too, because the 
symptoms vary In different cases. 
Pierce dogs may becomo docile, quiet 
dogs may become aggressive, before 
they go into tho "mad" stage. Rabid 
cows and horses becomo wild and 



excitable, with a tendency to bite 
and kick or bunt at moving objects. 
In the final stage, any animal or per- 
son dying of rabies goes into a state 
of collapse and paralysis. 

What to do about It? If rabies Is 
suspected in a -dog or other animal, 
call the veterinarian at once, . The 
case must be reported. 



Cotton Insect Damage 

Even though the percentage of 
cotton insect damage in 1948 wns 
the second lowest since 1924, such 
destruction last year cost the cot- 
ton former $202,264,000' and re- 
duced his yield 0.6 per cent. In 1944, 
when damage was lightest in 20 
years, the yield was reduced 6.2 
per cent.
